KNAUSE SEEKS END

Councilman J. Wayne Knause 
disclosed Tuesday that fire 
alarm boxes may be removed 
from some outlying areas of the 
borough. 
He has long advocated such 
a move, charging that many 
boxes “have outlived their use­ 
fulness" and now only invite 
the turning in of false alarms. 
Borough Manager Joseph 
I». Banta, whose 1966 budget 
suggested the relocation of 
some boxes into industrial 
and commercial areas, could 
not be reached for comment 
because he is in Washington 
D. C. until tomorrow. The 
budget and the suggestion 
were approved by council 
in HIarch. 
Two other borough officials, 
Thomas J. Harwood Jr., assis­ 
tant borough manager and Fire 
Chief Richard Moser, said they 
did not know whether a list of 
the boxes to be affected had 
been drawn up yet. 
“From what I understand the 
change is in the wind,''’ Knause 
said. “It’s about time. The tele­ 
phone took the place of these 
boxes long ago.” 
The councilman said that he 
first suggested the elimination 
of the boxes 10 years ago, but 
the idea has been fought by fire 
officials and underwriters. 
He pointed out that he 
never received what he con­ 
sidered good reasons for 
the keeping of the boxes. 
“It was even admitted that 
their removal would not in­ 
crease insurance rates.” 
Besides the relocation of 
some boxes, the budget also 
contained appropriations for 10 
used alarm boxes for installa 
tion in the commercial and in­ 
dustrial areas. 
At present, the borough sys­ 
tem contains 65 boxes. The cost 
of purchase and installation of 
an alarm is approximately $125.

Pottstown could see as many 
as 12 street improvement pro­ 
jects involving $566.987 in pro­ 
gress this Summer. 
Four, including major ones 
on Moser road bridge and Water 
street, already have been ap­ 
proved.

MEDICAL PLAN 
GETS BACKING 
Pottstown School board re­ 
ceived good news about the dist­ 
rict’s vocational program Tues­ 
day night during a committee of 
the whole meeting at which it 
discussed budget requests. 
The board tentatively agreed 
to budget $30.000 for equipment 
for expansion of its vocational 
program, but was informed by 
Dr. H. Dale Winger, superin­ 
tendent, that much of that sum 
could be recovered under a new 
State program released Mar. 16. 
Dr. Winger said that the 
board could now hire two 
new vocational teachers at 
no cost to itself during 1966- 
67 under the new funding 
set lip. 
The State agrees to pay 100 
percent the first year, 75 per­ 
cent the second year and 50 per­ 
cent the third year for instruct­ 
ors hired to expand a vocational 
program. 
The superintendent also con­ 
servatively estimated that 50 
percent of the cost of all new 
equipment should be reimbur­ 
sed.

THIS MEANS that the first 
year cost of the new program 
may only be $15.000. The school 
district would have had to pay 
I$55,000 if it joined the planned 
Western Montgomery Area vo­

Th ese BB guns, wh ich disch arge pellets, 
are looked upon by mo*t parents as toy s. 
Th ey are not. Th ey are weapons. Th e parent 
becomes aware only of th e gun’s potential 
wh en th ey become involvd with a maim ing, 
wh ich often is injury to or loss of an ey e. 
Some parents feel th e BB gun is good 
for sh ooting sq uirrels, birds, dogs, ra ts 
and h orses. Th ese persons h ave sadistic 
tendencies or cruel senses of h um or. In 
most cases, th e weapon only is capable 
o f maiming and h urting. Not killing. 
Th ere are laws covering th e BB gun, but 
since it is not a firearm , many tend to ignore 
th e

until 
someth ing 
h appens 
wh ich 
directly involves th e parents.

Th ere is a State law covering th e BB gun. 
Th is law say s it sh all be illegal for any one 
under 18 y ears of age to purch ase, carry or 
disch arge a BB gun unless accom panied by 
an adult. Any person or dealer violating th e 
law is subject to fine or imprisonment 
Pottstown h as a law wh ich say s no 
one may disch arge such a BB gun with in 
th e borough limits. Police enlorce th is 
ordinance by confiscating th e weapons. 
Rut still y outh s continue to disch arge th e 
weapons h ere, sh ooting out street ligh ts, 
dam aging signs, and often driving th e 
pellet th rough h ouse windows. 
We h ave laws and enlorce th em for 
driving 
violations.' trespassing, 
drinking, 
figh ting, dogs attacking ch ildren and ch ick­ 
ens. Let us be aw are of th e laws covering 
th e BB gun and try not to ignore th em. Th is 
is th e only way we can make people realize 
wh at th ey are putting into th eir ch ild's h ands.

Can We Discuss World Events? 


China and the Re ade r 
To th e Editor: Is Pottstown brainy enough 
to discuss seriously international q uestions, or 
must it limit its tiny brainpow er to bread and 
butter ideas? 
I, for instance, would like to h ear wh at 
Pottstown th inks of recognition of Ch ina. 
I feel if we are to cx ccrise responsibility 
as a world leader and if our governm ent is 
to protect itself and our country , th en we 
cannot afford to continue to pretend th at a 
country with a population of 7 00 million—th e 
largest in th e world — and wh eth er we like 
it or not. one wh ich is a m ajor factor in th e 
affairs of th e entire Asian h em isph ere does 
not ex ist. 
If we h ave learned no oth er lesson from 
h istory , certainly we sh ould h ave learned 
th at not to talk at th e diplomatic table only 
increases th e ch ances of conflict th rough 
lack of understanding. 
Th ese ch ances are pressing enough . Con­ 
flict m ay com e in any case as we must be 
firm even if we were talking with Ch ina. 
However, 
th e 
possibility 
of 
m isunder­ 
standing is just th at much greater because 
we are not diplomatically engaged. 
In sh ort, I believe it is th e worst sort of 
folly , ignorance, and lack of leadersh ip for 
th is country to continue our present position 
of non recognition of Ch ina. Peking and th e 
Bed Ch inese government sh ould be recog­ 
nized.

Weapon Not a Toy 
PRING la here, and with it conics the 
** urge within boys' chests to "go hunting." 
Their parents fill the desire by buying them 
BB guns 
These BB guns, which discharge .pellets, 
are looked upon by most parents as toys. 
They are not. They arc weapons. The parent 
becomes aware only of the gun's potential 
when they become tnvolvd with a maiming, 
which often is injury to or loss of an eye. 
Some parents feel the BB gun is good 
for shooting squirrels, birds, dogs, rats 
and horses. These persons have sadistic 
tendencies or cruel senses of humor. In 
most eases, (he weapon only is capable 
of maiming and hurting. Not killing. 
There are laws covering the BB gun, but 
since it is not a firearm, many tend to ignore 
the laws until something happens which 
directly involves the parents. 
• • * 
There is a State law covering the BB gun. 
This law says It shall be illegal for anyone 
under 18 years of age to purchase, carry or 
discharge a BB gun unless accompanied by 
an adult. Any person or dealer violating the 
law is subject to fine or imprisonment 
Pottstown has a taw which says no 
one may discharge such a BB gun within 
the borough limits. Police enforce this 
ordinance by confiscating the weapons. 
Rut still youths continue to discharge the 
weapons here, shooting out street lights, 
damaging signs, and often driving the 
pellet through house windows. 
We have laws and enforce them for 
driving violations,* trespassing, drinking, 
fighting, dogs attacking children and chick­ 
ens. Let us be aware of the laws covering 
the BB gun and try not to ignore them. This 
is the only way we can make people realize 
what they are putting into their child's hands. 
The BB gun itself, like firearm s, can do 
no harm until people use it who do not know 
how to use it, or don’t show respect to the 
laws governing these weapons. 
Parents, if you can’t supervise your 
children’s play, do not give them BB guns. 
This is illegal.

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Interpreting The News 
Russians Expected 
To Harden Policy 
By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
AP Special Correspondent 
Kremlin policy — both inter­ 
nal and external — can be ex­ 
pected to harden in a drive by 
the Soviet leadership to reassert 
iron party control over the 
whole country. Even the word 
“Politbury," long a • synonym 
for total, centralized Kremlin 
power, has been revived. 
On balance, this makes the 
first day of the long-awaited 
23rd congress of the Soviet 
Communist party bad news for 
the Soviet public. 
Rules adopted under Nikita S. 
Khrushchev at the 22nd con­ 
gress in 1961 are going to be 
shelved or drastically revised, < 
primarily to protect the posi­ 
tions of those occupying the 
highest rungs of the Soviet lad­ 
der.The dilemma posed by the 
existence of those rules likely 
was one of the reasons why the 
calling of this congress was de­ 
layed six months. 
The reversals are not likely, 
by any means, to presage a re­ 
turn to all aspects of Stalinism. 
But there is enough retrogres­ 
sion indicated in the opening 
report of First Party Secretary 
Leonid I. Brezhnev to suggest 
that the party leaders want to . 
tighten and insure their grip on 
the nation. 
A summary by Tass of Bre­ 
zhnev’s opening report, before 5,- 
000 party delegates and 1,000 
foreign guests in Moscow quotes 
the party chief as saying: "It is 
moved to rename the Presidium 
into the Political Bureau, of the 
CPSU — Communist party, So­ 
viet Union — Central Commit­ 
tee, which will reflect more ful­ 
ly the character of the work of 
the highest political organiza­ 
tion of our party." 
That makes the ruling party 
group once again the Politburo, 
a name it has not borne since 
November 1952, when, the 19th 
congress broadened its mem­ 
bership and retitled it "Presidi­ 
um." 
Brezhnev goes further, too, in 
reasserting the control of a 
small, tightly knit group at the 
top.According to Tass, he said: 
"It is also proposed to adhere to 
the long-standing party princi­ 
ples of systematic renewal of 
the composition of party organs 
and continuity of leading cadres 
and to delete from the rules the 
quotas, regulating this process." 
This refers to the rules intro­ 
duced by Khrushchev in 1961. 
Under those rules, at each con­ 
gress, once every four years, no 
less than 25 per cent of mem­ 
bers of the ruling party Presidi­ 
um, the Central Committee and 
other top bodies were to be re­ 
moved, and a third of the mem­ 
bers of republic and regional 
ruling bodies would be likewise 
removed. 
Khrushchev 
had 
protected 
him.self by adding that the rules 
need not necessarily apply to 
those who "by virtue of their 
generally recognized authority 
and high political, organization­ 
al and; other abilities," could, be 
re-elected to more than a statu­ 
tory limit of three terms. 
However, in a collective lead­ 
ership there probably would be 
considerable argument about, 
which 25 per cent would have to 
step aside for new blood.

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ALL AROUND THE TOWN 
Chocolate is King . . . 
In Town of Hershey . . . . 
★ KING CHOCOLATE — The Mercury’s fun 
and games department, which apparently got 
only a nearsighted, nocturnal nod at the 
drearier aide of Hershey during a basket­ 
ball hash, came away with a negative report 
on the community. This column takes a 
more charitable position, for more reasons 
than the kiss inspectors there, who are 
women with motherly faces, have gray hair 
— and lots of experience. The kisses are 
edible and made in the world’s largest 
chocolate factory. As foil-wrapped chocolate 
cones flow by ceaselessly on conveyer belts, 
the inspectors deftly pick cut any imperfect 
pieces. So strong is tne appeal of a candy 
factory that half a million people go to 
Hershey every year to watch the kiss experts 
and others who manufacture chocolate bars, 
cocoa, chocolate syrups, and related products 
of the versatile, flavor!ul cacao bean. . . . 
• * 
* 
CHOCOLATE pervades Hershey. The 
huge plant complex of 26 buildings wafts 
a warm, sweet aroma over the town. 
Street lights along Chocolate avenue, the 
main street, are shaped like candy kisses. 
Hotel llershey supplies its guests with 
cocoabutter soap and bailipolnt pens with 
brown ink. Milton S.. Hershey, who found­ 
ed the factory and town at the turn of 
the century, was a born optimist. He 
failed in business three times before 
succeeding in caramel manufacturing 
. at Lancaster. Though llershey’s best 
seller was a sweet called "French 
Secrets," he saw his future in chocolate. 
"Chocolate is a food as well as a con­ 
fection," he said. In 1901, Hershey sold 
his caramel concern for a million dollars, 
and began making milk chocolate bars 
and cocoa. Two years later, he built a 
new factory in a cornfield close to his 
birthplace in Derry township. . . . 
• * • 
it HERSHEY also began building the town 
for his employes. As the factory grew, so did 
the community. Today the town, with a 
population of 7000, has many of the facilities 
of a much larger city. At the corner of 
Chocolate and Cocoa avenues stands a six- 
story community center. It houses game and 
social rooms, an indoor swimming pool, a 
gym.nas.ium, a public library, a junior college, 
and two theaters. The larger theater, seat­ 
ing 1900, is completely equipped to show 
legitimate style productions as well as 
movies. In 1933. Hershey built the Hershey 
hotel atop a hill overlooking the town. The 
Spanis.h-sl.yle structure with a. patio lobby has 
become a popular resort hotel. Hershey 
specified that its main dining room should 
he made circular and without pillars because 
he once was seated behind a pillar in a 
corner of a hotel dining room. . . . 
» * • 
IN THE SPRING of 1936, Hershey 
told his gardeners to plant "a very nice 
garden of roses.” The next Spring 12,500 
rose bushes were blooming. Today, the 
garden has grown to 23 acres with 42,000 
rose bushes in 1200 varieties. Over the 
years, annuals, perennials, trees, shrubs, 
and evergreens have been added until 
now 120,000 plants of all kinds bloom in 
the famed llershey Gardens from April 
to November. The small town also has 
a 16.000-seat football stadium, cham­ 
pionship golf courses, a major sports 
arena that is the home of a professional 
hockey learn, and an amusement park. 
The Hershey museum houses outstand­ 
ing collections of Stiegel Glass, old fire 
engines, and Pennsylvania Dutch arti­ 
facts.
